The Sunne or Stars being riſen high from 
the Horizon the crofle comes nearer tothe eye , then if-the ſame were 
but alittle riſen and ſtood cloſe by the Horizon. Through which it 
makes the eye (ſceing tothe lowermoſt , then againe to the uppermoſt 
end of the Crofle)to greater moving and up-doings,whet) as the Sunne 
and the ſtarres ſtand low. And becauſe the middlemoſt of the eye-ſighr, 
through ſuch moving up ard downe alſo is moved up and downe next 
the end of the ſtricke : mendoth ſee then ſmaller corners, then if it did 
ſtaye unmoveable , withont up and'down-going next the end of the 
ſticke , therefore cometh the croſle nearer to the eye then it ſhould be, 
and men doth finde to much height. Such is wel known by many expe- 
rienced men , which therefore ſhortned their ſticke ſomewhat , or did 
putr the beginning of the Degrees one degree and an halfe nearer on the 
eye-end, but it is not the right way for to mend the foreſayd failings. 
The beſt of all is ( as I thinke) that a man upon every ſundry height that 
he will make, prove, with 2 Croſſes ſett upon alike Degrees, how mcn 
m1\{t putt the {ticke in order,that men the ends of the ſame two Croſſes 


' may ſee right over another, having found that,and the one Crofle after- 


wards putroff, and ſett the ſticke agaive in the ſame faſhion as before , 
men ſhal alſo paſſe al failings which might come out of the up & down- 
going of the cyes and can in apy way be mended,

Deliring to meaſure the height of the Sunne , or the height of ſome 
Starres1n the ſouth I make an account how high the ſame ſhall ſtand, or 
I take the right height thereof before the ſame comes in the ſouth, 
which I take to be 50 degrees , ſet therefore the 2 Croffes each upon 
their 50 degrees, and the ſtick inthe corner within, or inthe ſplitt of 
the eye without theeye , and turne the head before or behinde over the 
one or the other fide, till that I ſee the utmoſt ends of both the Croſſes 
right over another, as thelines A B and CD, in the following figure doe 
ſhew. The ſame figure appeareth plainly, that the eye-fight-ſtrales over 
the end of the Crofles ſhall come then over another with the Lines , 
which men may draw oyer the ends of the Crofles, untillthe point on 
the endof the ſticke, which doth agree with the Center of the quadrant, 
or the beginning of the alike points whereupon the ſticke is marked. 
Such faſhion of a ſticke be kept in the memory , 1 take the one Croſſe 


off, and ſett the ſticke againe inthe foreſayd faſhion on the eye , and 
count alſo withoutany fault of the eye, 
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Men doth meaſvre as well with the Degree-bow as Aﬀrolabium two 
ſeverall things alike. The height ofthe Sunne or of ſomeftarres above 
the Horizon , and alſo their fulfulling of the height ,: that is , how farre 
the ſame ſtand from the uppermoſt point of the heavens above our heac, 

The edge of the Aſtrolabium is commonly marked with dobbel 
number, the one begins from beneath upward, with 1,10,20,30 &c.En- 
ding above next the Ring with yo. The other begins above next the 
Ring with 1,10,20,30, downwards , ending with 90 on the lowermoſt 
ſide of the halfe Circle. When as you doe make an account in the Sunne 
with an Aſtrolabium and that you doe uſe the firſt number, that ſhe- 
weth , how many degrees the. Sunne ſtands elevate above the Horizon , 
therefore the higher the ſame ſtands, the more number you doe get. If 

ou doe uſe the other number you doe not finde the height of the Sun , 
bat the fullfilling of the height, that is , how farre the Sunve ſtandeth 
from the uppermoſt point of the heavens, above our head,aud therefore 
how the Sunne ſtands higher, how lefſer number (contrary to the other).

R OM the Bandoff Craghe cft Oleron to the Tower 
of Cordan, or the Pole- head , or the mouth oft rhe R1- 
ver off Bordeaux , called the Garrone , the land lyeth 
ſoutheaſt; and ſoutheaſt and by caft 13 leagues, 

To the northwards of the mouth of the river ot Bourdeaux, 
lye five or fix high white Saud-lulles , but to the ſouthwards 
off it, it is fomewhat low land, blacke little Sand-hilles , being 
growne with ſpiry graffe. 

From the Tower of Cordan off tothe northwards, towards 
the high Sand-Hilles , whichlye upon the north land lyeth a | 
{and-bancke, called the Piper, men may found alongft by it on | 
the weſt fide in ſeven fathom , but upon the northeud itis very 
ſteepe, and not farre off it is twenty fathom deepe.

men, and to the ſouthwards of it ſtandeth a beacon upon Do- 
minicus plate, or , ( as the Pilots doname it ) eyata plate. | 
The marcks for to ſail alongſt this long reach are : Mackum | 
with a mill upon the water fide, anda village with alittle flar 
ſteeple to the ſourhwards of Mackum , called Idſcgahuyſen , 
when Pandragen commeth betwixt Mackum and that village, 
then you ſhall go cleare of that foreſayd taile or Deadbalg : If 
Pandragen come neareſt to Idſegahuyſen,then youare to near 
the foreſaid tayle or plate, or if pandraygen come neareſt to 
Mackum, then you are to nearethe caſt ſhore. 

From Schuyrſand to the buye upon Keeshoeck, the courſe 
is weſtnorthweſt ; or northweſt and by welt according as the 
wind and tydes ſhall be. In that long reach goe licle more then 
half rides alongſt the deep, the afterfloud and fore-eb fall 
thwart overtheretothe weſtwards , and the atter-cb and fore- 
floud right contrarie to the ealtwards. "The marks of the buy 
upon Keeshoeck , are Franiker ſteeple betwixt the mille and 
the rowne of Harlingen , or tothe maltes of the Shippes which 
lycinthe haven. : 

This buye lyerh on the caſt ſhore,the right farewaye thwart 
of it is cight, nine and ten fathom deep. 

Betwixt Keeshoeck and Schuyteſand, or betwixt the bea- 
kons of Klacſoomen and the poynt of the water lyeth a little 
narrowe plate alongft the reaci , allmoſt in rhe middeſt of the 
farewaic neareſt to the welt ſhoare, whereupon it is not deeper 


rurne to windewards the yare over it with two or three calts of 
lead. 

Weſtwards from the' buye upon Keeshoeck lyeth the Old- 
Flie , .itlyeth in firſt ſouthſourhwelt , and then forth to the 
buye upon the Neſſe, in the Tefſel ſtream. The atter floud 
with the fore-ebb fall in very ſtrong into this channell. In ſay- 
ling upwards you might ſayl within ir in four fathom. The 
marks of it are, the ſteeple of Franiker right to the ſouthwards 
of rhe ſteeple of Harlingen.

rie , very ſtrong out of it upon the taile of Schieriogs hals, 
whereby many ftips$ are miſcarried. 

Schieringsbals is a tail offand , which ſhooteth off from the 
weſt ſhore, upon it lyeth a white buye in three or four fathorne, 
comming in from without , men might ſayle within itin fixe 
fathom, the right deep betwixt Wolts hoeck and Schierings» 
hals is nine fathom, 

From Schieringſhals to Longs, the courſe is northweſt , 
and northweſt and by north , betwixtthem borh on the weſt 
ſboare it is ſhallow water , and the beſt roade of al the Flye 
ſtreame,there goerh alſo little ryde. The right deepeis eight, 
nine aud ten fathom , Longſand men might ſayl within ton 
the caſt ſhoare, in ſayling up, Fa it they keepthemſelves in ſe- 
ven or cight tathom , they ſhall not come to neare neither of 
Longeſand nor Schieringſhals. When the eaſtermoſt houſe 
upon Grindt commeth a little to the northwards of the we 
ſtermolt , then you have the length of the buye upon 
Longſand. From Longſand to the Sloot the courſe is forth 
northnorthweſt , the right deepe is tenne fathom, or men run 
alongſt by the beakons upon Crakeſand untill they come into 
the Sloor. 

The Iland Flieland is three leagues long , and aland ve 
good to be known : upon the eaſt end lye high white ſand hil- 
les,and tothe weſtwards it is a land ful of ſhort low hommocks 
or nobbes. Upon the welt end ſtandetha Church witha mill 
to the va ot it. From the weſt end ſhooteth off a riffe 
a good wayes into ſea. To the weſtwards of this riffe, be- 
twixt Flieland and the{Eyerland goeth in adeep, called the 
Weltergatte , or Welttiel deepe, which is not for great ſhips, 
but onely for Fiſher boates, there is not above eight or ten 
foot water. Upon the caſt end ſtandeth a mill with acape , 
the which are markes for to avoid the ground, which lye 
tore the Flye. 

The eaſtend of Flieland , and the weſt end of Tefſellye 
eight leagues aſunder, 

To the eaſtwards of the Flyelard lyeth the Schellingh , 
which is about three leagues long. Upon it Rand four chur- 
ches , with one chappell, the os isa high flar ſteeple 
called Brandaris. About the middelt of the Iland ſtand rwo 


—_— , the weſtermoſt is latte, called Zeerip : the eafter- 
moſt is ſharp, andis called Midlands. To the caftward ſtands 


a high ſharp ſteeple called the Horo , and chappell called Saint 
lohns. Upon the eaſt end lye high white ſandhills , and upon 
the weſt end lyeth but one, called the Litzbetwixt midlans and 
the Lit it is low Nubby land. Upon the weft end ftandeth a 
cape with a Fure-beakon, where on there is fired by night,

The Till, called alſo Broadbalgh, is the weſter- 
moſt, and lyeth ſo for tothe weſtwards, that mencan but even 
ſce the New-worcke from thence. 
If it ſhould happen that comming to the eaſtwards of the 
Weſer , youſhould be beſet upon the ſouther grounds, being 
a leſt ſhore, and be in danger, then ſaile to the ſouthgrounds 
in 4, 5, ard 6 fathom , but not much neareralfo, for they aro 
ſomewhat ſteepe. When you ( ruuning ſo along by theſe 
grounds upon the ſame courſe) ſhallget 8, 9, yea 100r 12 fa« 
thom ſoft ground , then that is certainly of the Broadbalgh or xa: 74: 
Weſter Till, rake then the ſounding of which fide that you 
will , and ſound it about by the grounds in 4 or.s fathom, and 
you ſhall find amongſt the ſands ſmooth water,and good rode, 
and may lye ſheltred for all winds. The weſter Till lyethin 
ficſt E.S. E. alongft by the north ſhore it is deepeſt, on the 5.

The Iland Holyland, andthe oviermoſt buye in the Weſcr, 
Ive one from the other , ſouth ſomewhat weſterly , and north 
Cree caſterly. When it iscleare and good fight, you may 
fee Holyland, when youlye in the Weler , by the buye upon 
the head. Holyland and Bornriffe lye one trom the other 
fourhweſt and by weſt, and northeaſt and by eaſt according to 
the common opinion, two and thirty leagues. W hen you come 
tromthe weſtwards,and beginto get Holyland in fight, itſhe- 
weth it ſelve with a high reddiſh iteep point , which is flata- 
bove. For toanckor or make rode under Holyland,comming 


the outermoſt point of the New-workes grounds , on the 
ſouth fide of the Elve, the right deepe of the Blve runnerh in 
alongſt to the northwards of it. On the north fide of the Elve 


lie the North ground, which lie ſomewhat flat far off to ſea- (,* 


wardes upon the northweſt fide. The ſouth end of the North- 
grounds, called Voghelſand , runneth from the foreſaid buye 
a good waies weſt and by north into ſea, with narrow taile of 
perfeC harde ſand, about a halfe league broad, which waxeth 
by little and little the farther from the ſhoare the deeper.

If you will goe 
about to the northwards of Holyland,being come fo farre that 
the eaſt end of Holyland come to be ſouth and ſouth and by 
caſt from you, ſaile then freely unto the Scholvers point , that 
is a flatte point, which you may ſound in 5 , 6, and 7 fathom. 
If ſo be that you will runne io eight fathonf off from it , you 
ſhal runne above two great leagues from the ſhoare. The right 
fareway betwixt the Hever and Holyland is not morethen 
nine or tenne fathom deepe. When you come about the point 
to the rode , and that Scholvers point lye northeaſt , and the 
Rock ſouthweſt from yoſi, there 15 good lying in 5 farhom. 
Scholvers point is the point where the South Haven lyeth 
within , which lyeth from the high land about eaſt into ſea. 
From the outermoſt end of Scholvers point lyeth a banck of 
three fathom, unto the point where the Monck alſo ſtandeth, 
within itis very good lying for ſhipps of little draught, thar is 
called the ſouth Haven of Holyland. A ſourhfouthweſt and 
northnortheaſt moone maketh there the higheſt water.

the ſhippes ( thinking that they areentredi erightElve) 
runne in there, ſometimes which danger, eſpecrally with weft- 
northweſt windes, for they muſt come out there back againe. 
Whenyouſaile off from Holyland on eaſtſoutheaft , you ſhall 
have depth of twelve or thirteene fathom, being a league off 
from it, that you leeſe the white clifte out of your ſight , then 
you ſhall get one eve depth of thirteen fathom , and fofc 
ground , all alongft untill you come within theforeſayd north 
Elve. When you ſhall perceive that you are entret in there, 
you may(when the New-worke is more ſoutherly then ſourh- 
caſt and by ſouth from you ) run alongft over the taile of Vo» 
gelfand in 5 fathom, and ſo come againft the Stecp-buye u 
the right Elve. 

For to ſct ſaile by night from the road of Holyland , the 
courle is ſoutheaſt and by caſt, then you ſhal run over the fore- 
ſaid taile of Voghelſand in ſeven andeight fathom, and ſome- 
what hard ſandy ground. If you then runalittle more fouther- 
ly,you ſhall get againe twelveand thirteene fathom, and ſome- 
what ſoft d, thatthe right deep or channell of the Elve 
betwixt Vogelſand and rhe fteep-grounds. It you runne then 
more ſoutherly,you ſhall get againe ſomewhat hard ground of 
the ſouther grounds, which are {as hath beene here before 
faid)very fteep and bard, when you come neare them in twelve 
oreleven fathom, you mult edge off againe from them unto 
twelve orthictcenefathom , an ag y them towards the 
ſteepe-buye, unto the foreſaid ſhowlding of the New-workes 
grounds, and there ſtay for the day light. 

When you come by day from Holy-land or from 'the 
weftwards , and that you get New-worke in fight of you 
bring that and the Cape one in the other , and faile ſo right 
in with them', then you ſball findethe ſteepe-buye , which 
lieth ( as hath beene already faid ) towards the ſouth land 
on the fide of the Schorhorne the outermoſt poynte of the 
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New-grounds in ten or eleven fathom. From the Stcep-buye | 


to the Kool-bnye, that is, the ſecond buye, the courſe is due 
eaſt, which lyeth in eight fathom. Upon the New-work ſtand 
three couotry mens houſes, the middlemoſt of them , and the 
ſteeple of the New-worke come one in the other when you 
come to the ſecond buye. The third buy lyeth in fix fathom , 
from the Kool-buye eaft and by north ſomewhat eaſterly, but 
neareſt caſt and by north. The fourth lyeth in five fathom 
from the third, caſt and by north. Betwixt theſe buyes a'lirtle 
withio the third , runs a deepe Crecke caſtſoutheaſt into the 
New workes-groupds, called the Kinder-balgh,which is wide 
at the entrivg in, and at half flood well nine fathom deepe, but 
runzeth at _— altogether drye to nothing. Hee that co- 
meth running alongſt by the ſouth-grounds, might lightly get 
in there, therefore the third buye lyeth a little turther off from 
the South ſhoare, becauſe men ſhould avoyd that Creeke. Be- 
twixt the third and fourth buy on the north (ide of the deep 
lyerth a white buye in three fathom , upon the tayle of the 
New-ground, which men might faile within, when they come 
inwards, that you muſt leave on larboard fide,and all the black 
buyes on the ſtarboard fide. 

The foreſayd white buye and the New-worke lye north- 
northeaſt and ſourthſouthweſt one from the other , to the caſt- 
wards of it the north fide is very ſteepe. The fifth buye lyeth 
in three fathom and a halte , or 4 fathom , and lyeth trom rhe 


fourth due caſt. 


The ſixth buye, that is the poynt buy , lyeth in fix fathom , 


from the fourth and fifth due eaſt. In the right deep to the | 


northwards of theſe foreſayd black buyes from the Koolbuy 
to the poynt buyein the right fareway, it isall alongt fixe and 
ſeven tathom deep. From the poynt buye to the buye in the 
Rofle , the courſe is ſoutheaſt which Jyeth in 7 or $ fathom, 
when the Ros beakon commeth to the little ſteeple of Gron 
or Groen , then youare thwart of this buye. Halte wayes be- 
twixt the poynt buye, and the buye in the Roſle, lyeth yer an- 
other buye on the ſouth ſide, which is there betwixt them both 
exceeding ſteepe and needle too, Right caſtſouthealt from 
the poynt buye over againſt the buye in the Rofle , ſomewhat 
further inwards, lyeth a white buye upon vbe tayle of Romaerl 
plate, which men might at upawares ſayle within , in foure or 
five fathom when they faile upwards. When the little ſharpe 
ſteeple of Woord commeth to the weſtwards of Oldenbroek 
( that is a church with two ſpires upon one ſteeple ) then they 
are ſouth from you , from thence inwards you way ſound Ro- 
maerl plate in fix fathom without ,danger , otherwiſc it is on 
the oft-fide very ſteepe From the Rosbeakonto Brunsbuttell 
are five leagues, betwixt the buye in the Rofle , and the buye 
upon Romaex| plate begins a ſand lying right in the middeſt a- 


longſt the fi about twoleagues long , called Pilgroms- 
ſand, upon i pſt no more then two fathom water, or a 
little more, It lie three black buyes , and over againſt it 
on the north fide, two white buyes, you muſt faile through be- 


twixt them, alongſt ro the northwards of that ſand, being paſt 
it,you ſhall come upon the flat. Therelye yet two buyes which 
you muſt leave alſo on the ſtarboard {ide in ſayling up , before 
you come to Brunsbuttell. All the depths here betore men- 
tioned, are reckoned at balte flood, 

From Brunsbuttellto the buye upon Salſhorne, or Fribur- 


er-ſavd, the courſe is ealt , and eaſt and by north alongſt by |

From thence 
tothe buyeupon Hanneball, the courſe is eaſt and weſt, From 
Hannebal to the buye upon Blanckenes ſand eaſt and by north, 
you muſt keepe that buye right witha great tree, and then run 
alongſt by the north land untill you bee paſt the buye. 

From Blancknefſe ſand unto the buye in the bight , the 
courſe is eaſtſoutheaſt, and from thence unto the Eckhout eaſt 
and by north in the right channell ig is there three or 4 fathom 
deepe, there lye the great ſhips for to lade and uvlade. 


The Eyder, 


Six leagues tothe northwards of theElve lyeth the Eyder , 
with manyſhowlds lying farre out without the land , _— 
and moſt onthe ſouth fide, on the rorth fide of the deepe al- 
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ongſt by the land of Eyderſtee licth a long fand called the 
Broad-back, or New-grounds, on the ſouth fide lye Blavoorr, 
the Iron Hendrick , the Hound of Heckſand.' 1 othe fouth- 
wards of Blavoort, and the Iron Hendrick ,.about a league to 
the ſouthwards of the mouth of the Eyder , goeth yer a Deep 
in, called the North pipe, where men may ſayle in, and come 
out againe by the Hound upon the Eyder, In this Eyder lye 
on the ſouth ſide of the Deep ſeven black buyes , which you 
muſt leave all (infayling in) on the ftarboardfide , and on 
the north ſhoare , which cu muſt leave on the larboard fide. 
The outermoſt buye kerh from the ſteepe buye right north , 
and trom Holy-land eaft or alittle more northerly 7 or8 leag. 
W hen you fall with the land with that courſe you ſhall eſpy to 
the northwards of the Eyder , upon the land of.Eyderitee , a 
ſharpe ſteeple indifferent high , called Gardingen , bring thar 
over or tothe ſouth ſide of the little Jand-b:1s lying on the 
north fide ofthe Eyder , called the Souther-Heads , they ſhall 
then ſtand from 1 ou northeaſt and by north , or alittle more 
caſterly , ſayl right in with hem ſo, and youſtall fall with the 
outermoſt buye , when that then the ſkarpe ſteeple of Weſlin- 
buren , ſtanding to the ſouthwards of the Eyder in the land of 
Ditmarſen commeth to be eaſt ora little more ſoutherly from 
you , then you have the length of the foreſaid buye, aud then 
S.Teters Church upon the Eyderſtee tothe weſtwards of Gar- 
dingen, not farre from the ſea fide, ſhall ſtand from the north- 
northeaſt. Thus, or comming out of the ſouthweſt upon the 
foreſaid markes of Gardingen,and the Souther-heads,y cu ſbal 
run over the ſhowld of Blavocrt , which men do call alio the 
taile of the Hound , lying off from Blayoort almoſt halfe waies 
to Holyland, It is a\ſo by ſome called Blavoort, or comming 
from the northwards , bring the foreſaid Reeple of Weſlinbu- 
ren eaft or alittle more ſoutherly from you , and faile fo righe 
in untill that Gardingen commeth to the foreſaid ſouther- 
heads, or that S. Peters church bee N.N. E. from you , in 
doing ſo you ſhall not miſſe alſothe outermoſt buye. From 
the outermoſt buy to the ſecond, third and fourth , it is al one 
courſe E.S. FE. the ſecond lieth upon the ſhowldeft of the 
channell at low water in 16 toot,the third in toure fathom, and 
the tourth in five fathom. 

Theſe three laſt lye alongſt the north fide of Blavoort , on 
the ſouth fide of the deepe. In ſayling in, you muſt leave them 
all on the ſtarboard fide , and runve alongſt to the northwards 
of them. From the tourth to the fitth, that is, the buye upon 
the Hound , the courſe 1s eaſt , which lyeth thwart of the 
Hound, ona poynt which lyethof from Heckeſand , which in 
comming in , men might at unawares ſayle within alongſt ro 
the ſouthwards of the buye , therefore you mult leave that alſo 
(as well as the former) on the ſtarboard fide, and ſaylealongft 
to thenorthwards of it. Betwixt this foreſayd buye upon the 
Hound,and the tourth,lyeth another buye upon the north fide 
of the deep, upon the ſouthermoſt poynt of the New-grounds, 
which you mult leave on the larboard fide,and run about to the 
ſouthwards of it. From the buye upon rhe Hound to the fixth, 
the courſe is northnortheaſt , rwo fathom deep. From the 
ſixth to the ſeventh and laſt buye northeaft and by north , and 
the deepe alongft ro the northwards of it three fathom. Being 
palt the laſt buye , follow the beakons, which ſtand alongft on 
the north ſhoare,until you come to Hulck, runne cloſe alongſt 
to the ſouthwards or tothe eaſtwards of them, for to avoyd 
ata:'le of fand, which commeth off fromthe eaft ſhore , which 
men might unawares ſayle within intoa Dead-creeke. From 
the Hulck to Schulperzile, the courſe is eaftſourheaſt. In that 
reach , the beakons ſtand on the ſouth fide upon the Ballaſt- 
plate, and'you muſt run alongft to the northwards by them, 
leaving them on the lazboard fide. From Schulperzile to 
Tonningen the courſe is northnortheaft. Before Tonningen 
the Eyder is at the ſhowldeft, andat low waterno deeper on 
one fathom and a halte. From thence further in towards the 
New-town called Frederickſtadr, there is depth enongh. 

The depths here before mentioned areal to bee unCerſtood 
at low water. From Tonningen towards Wollerſum , the Ey- 
der lyeth alongſt northeaſt and by eaſt. From Wollerſum to- 
wards Harebleck N.N.weft. From Harebleck towards Rey- 
mers-bode northeaſt, From Reymers-bode towards Nyen- 
zyle caftſoutheaſt. From Nyenzyle to the Nyen-veere ſouth. 

Betwixt the fourth buye upon the Eyder and the fifth , that 
is, the buye upon the Hound, over againſt the buye upon the 
ſouthermoſt poynt of the New-grounds , ſtand two beakons 
a little to the ſouthwards of the foreſayd two buyes,, the we- 
ſtermoſt upon the eaſt poynt ofthe Blavoort , or the Iron 
Hendrick , and the eaſtermoſt upon the taile of the Hound.

Tuns and the Swangrounds on the larboard fide, running all 
alongtt by the Iuttiſh coaſt in 2,or 3 fathom , untill paſt Hor- 
ſens,or the land Endelan , which you may not ſayle to , not 
come neare from the weſtwards , by reaſon of all the grounds

When you come off from the Melverſound and will fayle 
through the Wederſound, it is beſt to runne alongſt by the Iut- | 
tiſh fide untill thwart of the river of Horſens, then you muſt 
edge ſomewhar off there from the land , and fayle right with 
the [land Tons,and ſo you rupne through betwixt theNorther 
and Souther grounds, leaving the Ilands Tons onthe ſtarboard 
fide. When youare then paſt Tons,you ſhall runne out cloſe by

Yalckenburgh, within the land, lieth a high hill;called Haver, 
being whito to ſee to, as if it were ſandy Land: ſeafearing men 
doe name it yong Coll , becauſe of the likeneſſe of height and 
faſhion , which it hath like Col, 4nd ſotnetimes it is miſtaken 
for Coll. 

Three leagueseaſtwards from Tullo , lieth Helmſtee upon 
ariver, but there can goin no ſhjps,but onely huyes & boares. 

Two leagues ſouthwards from Helmſtee lieth the little 
towne, or little caſtle,called Laholm, there goeth alſoa little 
river into the land, A league weſtwards from Laholme lieth 
Bvsltadt, theſe places lye 10 a great bay.

Three leagues to the weſtwards of Bosſtadt lyeth the Iland

In calm weather or ſmooth water you can not well ſee it, but 
when it doth blowe any thing bard, you may wel perceive it by 
the breaking of the ſea upon it. On the ſtarboard ſide within 
W hitcholm, lyeth a great multitude of rocks, as if they were 
ſowed along the ſhoare, amongſt theſe rocks a litle within orto

A great halt league northnorthweft from the Voghel iye
